New Schedule Drawn up By 


Committee of School 
Board 
INCREASES RANGE 
FROM 10 TO 12 P.C. 
Officials of School Board 
Will Also Get Bigger 
Salaries. 


Teachers in the high schools and 
public schools of Edmonton were 
sranted very substantial increase in 
salaries at last night's meeting of the 
school board. The increases are not 
quite as large as were asked by the 
teachers, but on the whole they are 
very fair and generous and will 
doubtless meet with the approbation 
of the teachers, 

It only required a few minutes to 
put through the new schedule as it 
had been prepared at last week's spe- 
cial meeting when the board resolved 
itself into a committee of the whole, 

The schedule of salaries which will 
take effect on January 1, 1912, is as 
follows: High School principal, mini- 
mum $2,000, maximum $2500 in the 
sixth year, to ‘be reached by yearly in- 
creases of $100. Under the old sche- 
dule the maximum salary was only 
$2,000, 

Principals of permanent schools 
and high schoo) assistants, who hold 
first-class certificates and university 
degrees; 10 to 16 rooms, male, mini- 
mum, $1500, maximum $2000 in the 
sixth year to be reached by yearly in- 
crevses of 9100; female, minimum, 
$1200 ,maximum $1700 in the sixth 
year to be reached wy yearly increases 
of $100, Hizh schoo) assistants under 
the old schedule were pald:a’ mini- 
mum of $1400 and a maximum of 
$1860 while permanent s¢hoo! prin- 
cipals were paid according to the 
number of rooms which they presided 
over, A principal with a school of 
eight to ten rooms received $1400 to 
$1700 while @ school of ten to twelve 
rooms carried with it a salary of 
$1400 to $1800. Female teachers in 
this class formerly received $1000 to 
$1400. 

Principals of permanent public 
schools who hold first-class certifi- 
cates but no university degree, 10 to 
16 rooms) will receive a minimum 
salary of $1200 with a maximum of 
$1600 in the sixth year reached by 
yearly increases of $100. 

Principals of temporary schools: 
The salary of grade teacher, plus $50, 
for a one or two-roomed schooi, and 
$265 for each additional room. 

Vice-principals in permanent 
schools: The standing of a grade 
teacher plus $100. 

Grade teachers of not less than two 
years’ teaching experience one year of 
which shall be in graded city schools 
to receive salary of second year when 
entering service of board, The mini- 
mum for male grade teachers is $800 
and the maximum, $1000 to be reach- 
ed in the fifth year by yearly increase 
of $50, The minimum for female 
grade teachers will be $700 and the 
maximum $900 also reached in the 
fifth year by yearly increases of $50, 
Salaries of grade teachers formerly 
ranged from $600 to $800 the maxi- 
mum reached ‘by yearly increases ot 
$40, 

Male supervisors will receive a 
minimum salary of $1200 and a maxi- 
mum of $1500 in the fourth year, the 
annual increases being $100, Female 
supervisors will ibe paid a minimum 
of $1000 and a maximum of $1300, 
reached in the filth year by annual 
increases of $75. 

All ‘teachers, principals, assistant 
principals and supervisors now in the 
employ of the board to be given a 
yearly ealary, equal to what they 
would have received had this sche- 
dule been in force at the time they as- 
sumed their present ‘positions with 
the board, 

Grade teachers 
schools to receive a bonus of 
above her regular salary, 

That the increase of all teachers 
ve reckoned from commencement of 
the month upon which they entered 
the employ of the ‘board. 

Substittue teachers te receive $2.50 
to $3 on day basis,

Ottawa, Dec. 21—-Tho order in 


council appointing the new investiga- 
tion committee for the civil service 
Was signed today by His Royal Higa- 
ness the Duke of Connaught. The 
dccument is based upon a report mide 
to the council by the Premier. In ‘his 
report, Hon. R. L. Borden states that 
the work of the former committee 
was in no case complete and did ret 
extend to mere than a few depart- 
ments, To secure increased efficiency 
and more thorough organization and 
co-ordination of the departments it 
is considered advisable to continue 
and enlarge the enquiry and to give 
the committee enlarged powers. 

The committee is to “investigate end 
enquire into and concerning all mat- 
ters connected with or affecting the 
administration of the varicus depart- 
ments of the government and the con- 
duct of public business and especially 
(but with out restricting the general- 
ity of the foregoing) the following 
matters: 

“The metheds empleyed in the 
transaction of public business, control 
of appropriation and expenditure, the 
construction and maintenance of pub- 
lic works and carrying on c¢ dredging 
operations, the administration meth- 
ods and operations of the chief spen1- 
ing departments, the administration 
and allenation of the public domain, 
the discipline and poarficiency of the 
departmental staffs, the duplication cf 
the same or similar work in two or 
more departments and any other mat- 
ters embraced in the scope of the or- 
der in council of May 8, 1911, cr men- 
tioned in the report of the commis- 
sioners thereby appointed.

CHILD BORN WITH ITS 
HEART OUTSIDE OF BODY 


Unusually Rare Case at Sick Child. 
ren’s hospital, Toronvo—Little Two- 
"Year-Old Girl's Abnormally-Piaced 
Organ Beating Lustily—Has Chance 
of Life, 


—_—— 

Toronto, Dee, 20—One of the most 
remarkable freaks of nature imagin- 
able is to be seen at the present me+ 
ment in the Sick Children’s hospital, 
A tiny baby girl, two days old, lies in 
a little white cot, with its heart beat- 
ing like any ordinary child, but with 
this difference, that (he heart is out- 
side the thorax Instead of inside, There 
is neither skin nor bone tc protect the 
vital organ, Which is hangipg out on 
the cheat wall, : 

Sleeping peacefully in its litle bed, 
is this diminutive marvel, quite un- 
conscious of the sensation and com- 
ment it is creating, For all day long 
it has been intently watched and dis- 
cussed by medical minds ranging from 
the open-eyed student to the various 
professions, 

In faet, yesterday afterncon, some 
of the clinicians became so interested 
that a nurse was despatched with the 
little enigma to the university, where 
its condition was thoroughly exam- 
ined, 

By the aid of an ingenious mech- 
anism its heart beat was registered. A 
glass bell was placed over its heart 
and connected by a rulfber tube te: a 
lever which graphically recorded on 
a revolving drum, covered With smok- 
ed paper, even the most minute move- 
ments of the ectopic organ. 

Tt is beating abcwt 100 times a min- 
ute, and quite strongly, too. One can 
readily determine the force of the beat 
because the whole thing can be held 
in one’s hand, as it lies exposed with- 
out covering of any nature. Moreover, 
one can see the blood rush into the 
chambers, watch them fill up, then 
when the heart contracts the blood 
is seen ferced into the arteries to be 
distributed through the body. 

The child appears quite healthy and 
comfortable, weight about 7 1-2 
peunds, and sleeps contenteedly. 

During the precedure at the uni- 
versity yesterday afternoon, in order 
to show how important a part it 
played in the act, just as the profes- 
sor was recording the tracing it gave 
a big, prolonged yawn ad so spciled
